Defendants/Respondants. 

The City of Cleveland ("City'-) gives notice to this Honorable Court and all parties 

and former parties to this instant action that, on December 18, 2012, pursuant to Cleve. Cod. 

Ord. § 3103.09(j) 5 the City of Cleveland Building Department ("Building Department") declared 

the property located at 2121 Ontario Street, Cleveland, Ohio ("property") an emergency and an 

immediate danger to human life or health. As such, the City is immediately commencing the 

coordination of demolition and plans to proceed with actual demolition of the property on 

Friday, December 2 1 , 201 2. 

Cleve. Cod. Ord. § 3103.09(j) provides: 

Cases of Emergency, In eases of emergency that, in the opinion of the Director, 
involve immediate danger to human life or health, the Director shall promptly 
cause the building, structure or a portion of those to be made safe or removed. For 
this purpose he or she may at once enter the structure or land on which it stands, 
or any abutting land or structure, with assistance and at the cost as he or she 
deems necessary. He or she may request the Director of Public Safety to enforce 
the orders he or she gives that are necessary to cause the building, structure or a 
portion of those to be made safe or removed. The Director of Public Safety has 
the authority to enforce the orders. He or she may order adjacent structures and 
premises to be vacated, and protect the public by an appropriate fence or other 
means as may be necessary, and for this purpose may close a public or private 
way. 

Tn furtherance of this and based upon the continued deterioration of the property and 
the owner, Defendant Macron Investment Company's, continued refusal to abate the public

nuisance and hazard to the public, as previously ordered by the Building Department and this 
court, the City will remove the structure.
